Dkak  Sir  ;  There  is  probably  no 
piece  in  ell  Italy  where  the  ran-reea  of  for¬ 
tune  ere  more  fully  realised  then  here  id 
Pies.  In  the  fifteenth  end  sixteenth  cen¬ 
turies  thtl  piece  wu  the  powerful  rival  ot 
Florence  end  one  of  the  most  important 
cities  of  Italy  ;  it  wee  celebrated  for  art 
end  its  men  of  letters,  t,nd  ft  •r  a  long  time 
wee  one  of  the  prlnciiml  upholders  of  the 
pupal  power  in  Itely  ;  and  many  were  the, 
battles  that  the  old  warrior  Pope  Julius  II 
owed  to  tlic  strong  eruis  end  intrepid  cour¬ 
age  of  these  Pisans. 

To-day  we  find  e  different  state  of 
thing*  ;  a  smell  unimp  irtanttuwo  with  no 
roice  whatever  In  the  world’s  doings  ;  a 
place  hardly  known  eserpt  for  its  cathe¬ 
dral  and  celebrated  leaaing  tower,  relics  of 
the  put,  end  owing  to  these  things  only  is 
Pits  on  our  maps,  for  if  they  should  l>e 
lost  there  wonld  be  nothing  left  of  Pisa. 

They  bring  travellers  *who  support  the 
f  w  hotels  here,  and  who  buy  the  alabaster 
works,  the  only  busi..eaa  of  the  place. 
Even  the  glorious  old  monuments  seem 
ashamed  of  their  native  city's  fa#<*c  gran¬ 
deur,  {J  they  are  situated  in  one  corner  of 
the  city,  entirely  alone,  a#  if  to  seek  re¬ 
spect  in  numbers. 

Tub  Lsajuro  Tower. 

The  traveler  first  cornea  upon  tbs  Cam¬ 
panile,  or  as  it  ia  more  commonly  known 
the  “  Leaning  Tower." 

Almost  involuntarily  a  feeling  of  fear 
comes  over  a  p  rson  on  approaching  the 
Tower,  for  there  it  is  directly  in  trout,  the 
top  thirteen  feet  from  the  perpendicular. 

Naturally  there  is  a  great  deal  of  discus¬ 
sion  a*  to  the  how  and  the  wherefore  of 
this  being  buiJt  at  It  is. 

The  moat  generally  accepted  theory  is, 
that  after  they  had  commenced  to  build 
the  tower.it  eettled.  "On  one  aide  at  a 
certain  elevation,  the  columns  are  higher 
than  on  the  other  ;  thus  showing  an  at¬ 
tempt  on  the  part  of  the  builders  to  being 
back  the  upper  part  to  at  vertical  a  di¬ 
rection  as  prsctieableL  Tka  walla  too  are 
strengthened  with  iron  bars.  In  conse¬ 
quence,  the  materials  adhere  firmly  to¬ 
gether,  and  u  the  courses  of  stone  cannot 
slide  one  on  another,  the  tower  does  not 
fall  because  the  centre  of  gravity  still  re¬ 
mains  wilhia  its  bate."  Thus  says  Murray, 
the  oraclo  of  all  tourists,  and  he  is  auppos 
ed  to  be  good  authority.  But  if  von  ask 
a  Pisan  why  it  was  built  so,  he  will  aasure 
you  that  his  ancestors  built  it  leaning,  in 
order  to  show  the  world  that  it  was  prac¬ 
ticable. 

It  is  well  to  believe  so  in  Pisa,  but  out¬ 
side,  » 'import*. 

Taa  Cathrdrai. 

b  s  truly  handsome  building  both  outside 
and  inside.  It  contains  the  swinging  lamp 
fnun  which  Oableo  got  the  theory  of  the 
pendulum,  and  which  is  considered  one  of 
ike  curiosities  of  the  place. 

The  Baptistery,  nett  to  the  Cathedral,  is 
a  small  round  building  of  exquisite  pro 
p  >r  lions,  and  whose  chief  merit  is  its  ex¬ 
terior;  probable  in  ancient  day*  they  had 
such  tremendous  baptisms  that  the  water 
wiped  out  any  pictures  that  might  have 
been  there.

Piss’s* Westminster  Abbey,  is  a  curious 
place  and  one  that  is  rather  interesting. 

it  consists  of  an  oblong  piece  ot  ground 
enclosed  by  a  sort  of  cloister,  in  which  are 
d'-piiited  S3  ship  loads  of  earth  from  Pal¬ 
estine,  brought  by  an  archbishop  of  this 
piace.  to  console  his  countrymen  for  his  de¬ 
feat  in  the  ettempted  capture  of  Jerusalem 
by  the  (’brie liana.  In  the  cloister  aSd  en¬ 
closed  sp  »ce,  lia  all  that  i  s  mortal  of  Plea's 
once  renowned  ,  sometimes,  out  very  fare 
ly,  it  space  found  for  some  modern  Pisan, 
about  the  onlj  honor  she  can  give  to  her 
very  few  and  tar  between  celebrities. 

Around  Pisa  are  many  very  thrifty  and 
w<-||-to  dn  towns,  the  moat  Important  of 
which  are  Carrera,  where  all  tne  Italian 
•n.irblj  come*  from,  and 

Laonoaa, 

a  place  of  one  hundred  thousand  inhabit- 
anu  which  ia  one  of  the  principal  summer 
rcsorta  of  Italv,  besides  being  a  portal 
considerable  site,  as  may  be  Judged  from 
His  (hot  that  a  few  days  ago  when  I  was 
there,  twelve  American  vessels  were  lying 
at  her  docks.  Although  Leghorn  is  still  a 
very  prosperous  and  important  city  it  has 
not  aa  large  a  foreign  trade  as  it  had  five 
years  ago,  when  H  was  n  fte*  port.  There 
is  hardly  a  place  la  Italy  that  has  not  some 
monument  or  legend  which  speaks  wed  for 
the  ingenuity  ol  the  clergy  sod  had  fof  the 
suprretition  of  the  people.  Loghorn,  with 
sit  hit  Intercourse  with  foreigners,  aud 
prosperity  has  oua  such  blot  <>u  her  lair 
name.
